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Pusitic ADMINISTRATION. 


The Pratikdr, of the 7th April, remarks, in reference to the appoint- 
ci. Ashley Eden and Mr. Rivers ment of Sir Ashley Kden to succeed Sir 
Thompson. Erskine Perry in the India Council, that words 
fail to express the happiness and prosperity (?) which the people have 
enjoyed during the administration of the retiring Lieutenant-Governor. 
Their long-cherished hopes have been frustrated, and they have been 
subjected to needless mortifications. May they be saved from similar 
experiences under the rule of Sir Ashley Eden’s successor ! 

2, We give below the substance of an article in the Medint, of the 
8th April, headed the “ Hardship caused to 
the canal rate-payers of Midnapore” :—The 
high-handed proceedings of the Canal Officers of Midnapore have been 
repeatedly dwelt upon in the columns of this journal ; representations were made 
even to the Lieutenant-Governor when His Honor lately visited the district, 
but the statements made by the oppressed were not accepted as correct. His 
Honor has rather expressed his unwillingness to relax the rigors of what 1s 
known as the certificate procedure. As Sir Ashley Eden is about to leave 
Bengal, one should like to ask his advisers in the Canal Department what it 
was, if there had been really no oppression, that suggested the necessity of 
transferring Baboo Jadu Nath Mukherji, the old Deputy Superintendent of 
Canal Revenue, from Midnapore. Was it because the Baboo had not 
committed high-handed acts? If that was the case, Government has doubt- 
less gained its object. What Jadu Baboo would not and could not do, his 
successor, Mr. Roberts, is doing energetically. The latter enters the zenanas 
of people by force and there seizes their property, although there may be suffi- 
cient and valuable property lying in the outer apartments. Walls are scaled, 
ornaments of females seized, doors are forced ; in short, Mr. Roberts, with his 
crew of peons and coolies, plays the part of a leader of a gang of dacoits, 
The witnesses who, on being examined on behalf of the Canal Officers during 
the enquiry into the complaints preferred by the canal rate-payers, 
stated they were not aware of the existence of oppressions, are now finding 
out the truth. One of them, Durgaprasad, a man of some position, had 
recently had the door of his house forced by Mr. Roberts, and his gonds 
and chattels found in the zenana seized by that officer. It is doubtful 
whether the Collector is aware of these proceedings. Probably he is not. 
Formerly, every certificate of demand was issued by him. But now the 
establishment for the issue of certificates is placed under Mr. Roberts. 
The writer beseeches the Collector to withdraw from Mr. Roberts the powers 
given to him in this connection.

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‘1 this connection would be to fix a rate of interest which must never be 
exceeded. To do so, however, it would be necessary to consider the rate 
that prevail in the country. If the law sanctioned a rate of interest § 
low as that allowed on Government paper, a revolution as far as the cirgy. 
lation of capital is concerned, would be the result. The provision regarding 
imprisonment for debt is not inequitable ; but it should be resorted to as the 
last expedient, and only if the court is satisfied that the creditor is no 
actuated by any malicious or revengeful motives. It 1s, of course, the duty of 
Government to protect really honest but indigent debtors, and such can always 
obtain relief from Insolvency Courts. :

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Sarkar’s Science Association. In short, for his educational measures, Sir 
Ashley Eden will be long remembered with gratitude by the people of 
Bengal. His efforts to extend railway communication in Bengal have led 
people to look upon him as atrue friend. That he did not protest against the 
repeal of the cotton duties on the occasion of the last budget debate was 
doubtless due to the fact that, after the partial remission of those duties 
which had been made by Sir John Strachey, their repeal was inevitable. 
The administration of the finances of Bengal by Sir Ashley Eden is highly 
- ereditable to him. The chief causes of his unpopularity during the latter 
part of his rule have been the decisions passed by him in the Mosley and 
Sharp cases, and the transfer from the Bengal Secretariat of Baboo Rajendra 
Nath Mittra. Excepting his friends, there are few who received any favour 
at his hands.

merchants of Calcutta for whom he has done much, are perfectly justified in 
presenting him with an address or erecting in his honour a monument, but 
this should never be done in the name of the public. The Editor has 
carefully considered the claims of the retiring Lieutenant-Governor 
to recognition, but regrets to have to allot to him a place among bad 
Governors. At the present time the whole duty of a ruler is not held 
to have been performed if he has only contributed by his labours to 
increase the material prosperity of the people committed to his charge. 
An administration which brings security of life and property to the 
people, and promotes arts and commerce, but at the same time treats them 
as children or beasts, is not considered particularly commendable.
